The Ulster Police are of the opin- 
ion that he has illegally crossed 
into Northern Ireland, to attend a 
meeting of his followers. 

Frontier guards, warned from 
Belfast, kept a close watch but 
Russell. was not. caught. 

It is feared in Ulster that, under 

the personal command of Sean Rus- 
sell, the “S, Plan”, which fell into 
the ‘hands of the London police, will 
be continued and that bomb out- 
rages and acts of sabotage may 
occur in Northern etc .—Trans- 
Ocean.
